General Harkhimer, to embody Five Hundred of his Militia, for the Defence of the expoſed 
Inhabitants of the Weſtern Frontiers, againſt the Incurſions of the Enemy, and which he 
mult have received but a ſhort Time before his Death, have not been carried into Executi- 


en; as I find the Committee expect One Hundred Rifle-Men, and Four Hundred of the 


Militia of the other Counties, to be detached from the N orthern Army. for that Purpoſe, 
agreeable to a Reſolve of the late Council of Safety. 

The Militia of that County being greatly enervated and diſpirited. by the Lai of many 
of their braveſt Officers and Men in the late Action under General Harkhimer, and the In- 
habitants much expoſed to the Ravages of the Enemy, I ſubmit to the Legiſlature the Pro- 
priety of making Proviſion for, embodying. and paying ſuch a Number of Troops as may 
be judged neceſſary for the Defence of that Part of the Country.

made, for the more ſafe Cuſtody and better Accommodation of Priſoners, as well as for 
apprehending and detaining Perſons, whoſe going at large might be dangerous to the 


State. Juſtice demands, that Means be deviſed for the Examination and Diſcharge of 
ſuch Priſoners as may have been deprived” of their Liberty, without due Cauſe. - The 
uſual and ordinary Courſe oft Law, appears inadequate to the Exigency of our Affairs, and 
the wide Extenſion of the Habeas Corpus Act, may, unleſs reſtrained for a Time, with Ref: 
pect to Perſons charged with treaſonable Practices, prove injurious to the public Intereſt.

The Council object to the ſaid Bill, as being in their Opinion, inconſiſtent with the 
public Good. | 
Firſt. Becauſe as the Bill recognizes 88 Council of Safety, and their Reſolution for 
taying an Embargo, in Terms which amount to an Acknowledgment of their Right to 
make Laws; all the other Reſolutions they have paſſed, muſt be deemed of equal Validity 
with this; whereby a Number of new Laws, which have never been under the Conſide- 
ration of che Legiſlature, and perhaps repugnant to the Conſtitution, will be introduced 
among the Laws of this State.
